Suntime  and  ralntime, 

All  the  weeds  are  sappy; 

.July  In  the  garden, 

Every  hug  is  happy. 

Smite  the  weeds,  swat  the  hups, 

Treat  them  rougli  and  scrappy. 

The  writer  of  this  little  rhyme  goes  on  to 
say,  with  more  truth  than  poetry,  that  July  is 


also  "work  time  in  the  garden",  and  advises 
that  this  work  be  made  "snappy". 

The  advice  is  good,  but  with  the  thermom- 
eter climbing  higher  and  still  higher,  unless  the 
work  is  well  planned,  and  done  either  towards 
evening  or  early  in  the  day,  it  is  not  so  easy  to 
work  with  the  vim  suggested. 

Since  neglect  at  this  time  of  year  may  render 
ineffectual  much  of  the  effort  previously  ex- 
pended for  a  good  garden,  it  is  wise  to  give 
thought  to  the  matter  of  making  every  stroke 
count. 

To  make  it  snappy 

Keep  flower  beds  and  garden  paths  clean  and 
neat. 

Do  the  weeding  in  the  morning,  so  as  to  let 
the  weeds  lie  exposed  to  the  hot  sun  all  day, 
and  their  destruction  is  assured. 

During  drought  do  not  allow  plants  to  lack 
moisture ;  water  after  the  sun  has  gone  down 
for  better  and  longer  lasting  results. 

Frequent,  shallow  cultivating  and  mulching 
of  plants  will  conserve  moisture  and  save  the 
work  of  so  often  watering. 

Keep  your  eye  open  sharply  for  all  sorts  of 
garden  pests,  and  if  signs  of  them  are  discov- 
ered, apply  effectual  remedies  promptly. 

Pick  regularly  Sweet  Peas  and  Pansios  so  fj^ 
that  plants  will  not  stop  blooming— seed  is  so 
inexpensive  why  go  without  flowers  to  save 
seed? 

Sow  Pansy  seed  for  Winter  flowering,  and 
seeds  of  perennials  and  biennials  for  next 
year's  bloom. 

Stake  up  the  Dahlias  and  Gladiolus,  and 
make  last  planting  of  Gladiolus  for  Fall  flowers. 

Order  seeds  of  Cyclamen,  Chinese  Primrose, 
etc.,  and  bulbs  of  Lilinm  Harrisii,  Freesias, 
Callas,  Candiduni,  etc.,  so  that  they  may  arrive 
in  proper  time  for  planting.

It  is  doubtful  If  any  flower  has  made  a  more  rapid  in- 
crease in  popularity  In  recent  years  than  the  Iris.  Many 
of  us  can  well  remember  when  there  were  but  a  few 
kinds  of  "Flags,"  raised  in  the  home  gardens  about  us. 
The  common  Blue  Flag,  the  Florentina  alba,  and,  per- 
haps, Honorabilis  and  Madam  Chereau  constituted  a 
good  collection  in  those  days.  Nowdays  hundreds  of 
varieties  and  expensive  novelties  are  introduced  every 
ayear.  The  National  Iris  Society,  and  the  many  Iris 
"shows,  prove  how  fascinating:  tlic  flower  is,  and  serve  to 
spread  its  fascination  in  ever  widenln?  circles. 

Certainly  the  Iris  has 
every  charm,  grace  of 
form,  beautiful  and  var- 
ied colors,  perfume,  and 
ease  of  culture.  It  is 
fine  alike  for  massing 
and  color  effects  in  the 
garden,  and  for  decor- 
ation as  cut-flowers.  If 
the  rose  Is  Queen  the 
Iris  is  at  least  a  Royal 
Princess. 

When  observing  these 
beautiful   flowers  the 
average  flower-1  over 
thinks  first  of  the  color 
effect.  Iris  experts  may 
put  more  stress  on  size, 
height,  and  habit  of 
plant,  and  other  quali- 
ties which  appeal  to  a 
plant  breeder,  but  mere 
common  folk  want  the 
flower  to  have  a  clear, 
pleasing  col- 
or.    And  the 
Iris,  rainbow 
flower  as  It  is 
well  named, 
can  satisfy 
any  reason- 
able color 
whims.  There 
are  Selfs  of 
almost  every 
tint,  Bicolore 
and  Blends. 

Much  pa- 
tient care  has 
been  spent  on 
the  task  of 
producing  a 
pure  white 
Iris.  White 
Knight,  raised 
by  an  Ameri- 
can. Is  a  beau- 
tiful thing 
though  not  a 
tall  iris:  La 
N  e  i  g  e,  g 
French  intro- 
duction, is  a 
line  cream- 

white;  Innocenza  Is  ivory-white  and 
late;  Mrs.  Horace  Darwin  has  a  pen- 
ciling of  color  at  its  base  but  is  so  re- 
liable and  free  flowering  it  is  one  of  the  best 
whites  for  massing;  Anna  Farr.  Fairy,  and 
Mamie  are  not  pure  whites  but  belong  to  the 
Plicata  group,  which  has  edges  of  the  standards 
daintily  flushed  or  buttonholed  with  color. 
These  are  taller  growers  than  Mrs.  Darwin; 
Anna  Farr  is  especially  lovely, 
k  There  are  two  of  the  older  Irises  which  stiU  rank 
niigh  among  the  yellows,  Anrea  is  a  deep  yellow  and  Flave- 
sccns  a  light,  but  both  should  be  grown  in  every  col- 
lection; Flavescens,  in  mass,  is  very  charming,  especi- 
ally with  tulips  such  as  Kiguste  and  Rev.  Ewbank. 
Sherwin  Wright  is  a  newer  yellow,  which  has  increased 
rapidly  and  is  reasonable  in  price  and  very  satisfactory. 
If  one  must  have  a  tall,  deep  yellow  it  will  be  necessary 
to  get  something  more  expensive,  such  as  Shekinah,  or 
Virginia  Moore. 

The  Iris  is  especially  rich  in  lavenders  and  purples  of 
all  shades,  in  selfs,  bicolors  and  blends.  A  real,  true 
blue  has  net  yet  been  attained  but  there  are  approxi- 
mations, varieties  blue  in  name  at  least.  Blue  Jay,  Blue 
Boy,  Blue  Bird.  And  the  purples— blue-purples,  red- 
purples  and  bronze  tinted  purples,  are  wonderful.  The 
old  Blue  Flag  is  still  useful  as  an  early  sort,  and  Kochii 
blooms  at  the  same  time  but  is  a  red,  or  f^laret-purple. 
Archeveque  and  Monsignor  come  later  and  are  sure  to 
attract  attention.    Alcazar  is  a  bronze  tinted  purple, 


considered  by  some  equal,  if  not  superior,  in  garden 
effect  to  the  famed  Lent  A.  Williamson,  which  scores 
highest  in  the  Iris  Symposium.  I  am  mentioning  only 
the  medium  pi  iced  varieties  such  as  I  know.  Few  of  us 
can  invest  fifty  dollars  in  such  wonders  as  the  Dominion 
Seedlings,  but  I  do  not  think  we  need  mind  as  there  are 
many,  many  beautiful  kinds  within  fair  price  limits. 

Of  the  blue-lavenders  the  old,  old  Pallida  Dalniatica, 
or  Princess  Beatrice,  is  still  desirable.  A  little  darker 
is  the  stately  Jnniata;Violacea  crandiflora  and  Geitrude 
are  classed  with  the  blues;  and  Chester  Jay  Hunt  Is  ex- 
cellent, with  lighter  standards 
and  darker  blue  falls. 

The  so-called  pink  Irises  are 
really  lilac  at  best,  but  they  are 
very  attractive.  I  have  a  long 
row  of  Queen  of  May,  which 
was  one  of  the  earliest  iu  this 
color;  although  not  a  new  Iris 
it  is  still  of  value.  Her  Majesty 
is  deeper  in  tone,  with  deeper 
veiningr  on  the  falls;  Wyomis- 
siog  is  a  creamy  pink  but  I  find 
it  sometimes  faded  in  eflfect; 
Trautlieb  is  a  favorite  of  mine 
in  spite  of  its  low  growth,  and 
I  consider  its  delicate  pink  tone 
vei-y  charming.  Of  course  there 
are  newer  pinks,  like  Dream 
and  Wild  Rose,  which  are  still 
high  priced. 

Of  the  reds,  or  claret  shades. 
Caprice  and  Ed.  Michel  are  de- 
sirable. And  one  should  hare 
some  of  the  shot  shades,  such 
as  Dr.  Bernice.  Prosper  Laugier. 
There  are  so  many  lovely 
kinds  one  can- 
not  mention 
half  of  them 
in  an  article 
like  this  The 
most  satisfac- 
tory way  to 
select  is  to 
visit  if  pos 
sible,  some 
nurserywhich 
si^ecializes  in 
Iris,  and  see 
the  flowers  in 
b  1  o  o  m.  No 
catalogue  can 
give  a  clear 
idea  of  color, 
and  personal 
tastes  differ 
about  the  best 
varieties. 
Consider,  i  n 
making  selec- 
tion, whether 
you  will  enjoy 
them  most  in 
the  garden  or 
for  c  u  t-flow- 
ers,  and  ob- 
serve the  habit  and  height  of  the  plant  if  you 
choose  them  for  massing. 

If  one  is  beginning  Iris  culture  it  is  important 
to  plan  how  to  set  the  plants  to  best  advant- 
I  would  suggest  niakinc  an  Iris  trarden, 
for  if  they  are  grown  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
be  really  effective  they  require  too  much  of 
the  flower  border  space.  A  few  clumps,  how- 
ever, set  here  and  there  in  the  beds,  especially 
In  connection  with  May-Flowering  Tulips,  will  make  a 
pretty  picture.  I  like  the  old  Blue  Flag,  with  the  dainty 
cottage  tulip  Picotee,  and  various  charming  groups  can 
be  planned.  But  the  main  planting  of  Iris  should  have 
a  plot  to  itself. 

For  my  own  newly  set  Iris  gai'den  I  have  been  con- 
sidering the  proper  background,  and  have  set  out  dou- 
ble white  lilac.  The  ground  slopes,  which  secures  the 
good  drainage  the  Ii'is  requires,  and  one  has  a  better 
view  of  the  flowers  than  if  they  are  on  a  level.  Low 
growing  evergreens  would  make  a  charming  back- 
ground. Of  course,  the  tall  growers,  like  Juniata,  and 
Pallida  Dalmatica,  should  be  at  the  rear,  and  low  grow- 
ing kinds  in  the  foreground.  The  combination  of 
colors  must  be  shifted  until  one  is  satified— which  will 
not  be  the  first  year. 

Some  plants  which  bloom  later  In  the  season  can  be 
set  among  Iris  so  the  space  will  have  some  Interest  after 
its  spring  glory  is  past.   If  perennials,  they  should  not 
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be  of  the  deep  rooting  sort.  Seeds  of  low  growlner  an- 
nuals, such  as  poi-tulaca,  can  be  scattered  among  the 
clumps. 

Some  persons  Imagine  all  Iris  like  a  moist  spot,  and 
they  soon  lose  their  collection  if  they  plant  according 
to  that  supposition.  There  are  species  which  do  l  equire 
much  water,  and  a  few  which  will  thrive  in  boggy 
places,  and  even  with  the  roots  under  water,  but  the 
largest  and  most  Important  group,  called  German,  or. 
since  the  war.  In  Amei  ica,  by  some  folk,  Libi>rty.  Iris, 
which  we  are  considering  now,  prefer  a  dry  situation. 
In  the  Spring  they  need  a  fair  amount  of  water  to  bloom 
well,  but  this  is  usually  available  in  the  soil  at  that  time. 
During  the  Surame/-  they  like  to  have  their  rhizomes 
bake.  The  root-stock,  or  ihizorae,  from  which  the  true 
feeding  roots  issue  and  extend  downward  into  the 
earth,  should  be  half  exposed,  "riding  the  ground  as  a 
duck  rides  water."  So  select  a  spot  for  the  Iris  garden 
which  will  be  dry  all  Sunniier,  and  do  not  plant  the  Iris 
deeply:  barely  cover  the  rhizome. 

One  does  not  need  very  rich  soil;  just  ordinary  gar- 
den loam  is  suitable,  and  no  manure  should  be  added. 
Bone  meal  is  a  safe  fertilizer,  and  the  Iris  likes  lime.  A 
liberal  amount  of  pulverized  limestone  may  be  scattered 
over  the  Iris  garden  in  the  Spilng.  If  you  plan  to  ex- 
hiblt  the  flowers  at  an  Ir-is  Show  a  little  nitrate  of  soda, 
sprinkled  about  the  plant  but  not  touching  roots  and 
leaves,  and  well  watered,  if  used  just  as  the  buds  show 
will  give  size  to  the  flowers. 

One  must  admit  that,  though  the  Iris  is  an  easy  plant 
to  raise,  it  has  its  enemies,  the  worst  being  the  digust- 
ing  Iris  borer,  the  larval  fwrm  of  a  small  moth  which  de- 
posits her  eggs  on  the  lils  leaf.  These  eggs  soon 
hatch  Into  worms  which  penetrate  into  the  heart  of  the 
Iris  fan,  and  finally  into  the  rhizome.  If  not  discovered 
and  destroyed  the  rhizome  and  roots  are  eaten  and  the 
plant  killed.  The  task  of  digging  up  a  borer  infested 
Iris  bed  and  ridding  it  of  these  pests  is  truly  sickening. 
Before  I  learned  the  ways  of  the  creature  I  had  one 
such  job  and  I  certainly  never  want  another.  There 
are  ways  to  avoid  it:  keep  watch  of  the  plants  after 
blooming  and  look  for  a  notched,  or  saw-toothed  edge 
on  the  leaves.  If  found  this  shows  the  moth  has  laid 
her  egg  and  the  worm  has  staiied  on  his  trip,  to  the 
intci'lor,  designing  to  feast  all  Winter  on  your  choicest 
plants.  You  can  pull  open  the  folded  leaf  till  you  find 
him  and  destroy  him  in  his  infancy,  when  he  is  much 
less  formidable  than  at  maturity.  Or  you  can  cut  off 
the  leaves  without  examination  if  you  cut  low  enough 
down  to  be  sure  not  to  miss  him.  Removing  the  foliage 
at  this  time  does  not  injure  the  plant  as  it  makes  new 
growth  before  Winter.  All  the  infested  foliage  must  be 
burned  at  once.  This  going  over  a  large  collection  of 
plants  is  quite  a  task,  but  not  nearly  so  much  work  as 
digging  them  all  up  and  cutting  out  all  the  large  grubs 
in  the  Spring. 

A  second  way  of  destroying  the  borer,  which  I  hare 
not  tried  myself  as  yet,  but  that  sounds  so  feasable  I 
want  to  put  it  into  practice  next  season,  I  pass  on  for 
the  benefit  of  others— it  was  given  in  a  recent  number 
of  the  "Flower  Grower,"  where  an  Iris  enthusiast  gives 
her  experience.  She  proceeds  against  the  enemy  in  the 
Spring.  A  big,  fat,  pinkish  white  grub  he  is  by  that 
time,  and  there  may  also  be  late  laid  egga  of  the  moth 
among  the  Winter  dried  Iris  foliage.  The  remedy  is  to 
burn  over  the  surface  of  the  Iris  beds  before  new 
growth  staii',  about  the  middle  of  March.  The  roots 
ure  not  harmed  by  a  quick  blaze  when  they  are  dor- 
mant,  but  the  borer  is  destroyed;  also  any  eggs.  If 
this  is  done  regularly  the  garden  could  be  kept  clean  of 
the  pest.  I  think  all  Iris  gi  owei  s  owe  a  debt  of  thanks 
to  the  suggester  of  tliis  plan. 

Iris  root  rot  is  a  disease  sometimes  found  among  the 
plants,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  be  well  understood. 
Digging  up  the  plant,  cutting  out  infected  portions, 
rolling  the  whole  root  in  powdered  sulphur  and  re- 
planting in  a  new  and  very  well  drained  spot  are  the 
measures  to  be  taken.  It  is  well  to  use  sand  also  when 
setting  it  In  Its  new  location.  If  this  is  carefully  done 
there  is  a  fair  chance  of  saving  the  remnant  of  the 
affected  Irli.

MY  OI^ADIOLrUS 


I  must  write  a  little  something  about  Gladiolus  because 
I  think  there  is  nothing  in  the  way  of  flowers  from  which 
one  can  obtain  so  much  genuine  pleasure  with  the  least 
expenditure  of  money  and  labor.  My  soil  is  light,  sandy 
and  fertile,  and  for  years  my  Gladiolus  have  done  re- 
markably well.  Once  I  set  them  in  a  stiff  clay  betl  but 
they  did  not  do  nearly  so  well,  although  they  grew 
bravely,  as  they  will,  and  bloomed  freely,  keeping  my 
house  and  the  chuich  beautiful  and  cheering  many  a 
sick  one,  for  truly  there  Is  nothlnar  more  perfect  than 
Gladiolus  as  a  cut-flower. 

Mrs.  Frank  Pendleton  is  my  favorite,  with  its  lovely 
pink  petals  and  glorious  blotches.  Last  Summer  I  gave 
away  some  bulbs  of  this  variety,  that  were  planted  In  a 
hard  clay  of  a  city  back  yard,  and  they  did  so  well,  just 
as  big  and  beautiful  as  ever.  My  next  best  love  is  Rose 
Wells,  which  began  to  bloom  In  seventy  days  after  I  set 
it  out  In  the  mud,  with  no  real  warm  weather  for  more 
than  a  month. 

Indeed,  last  year,  wenther  and  soil  conditions  could 
not  very  well  have  been  worse,  but  apparently  the 
"Glads."  resolved  to  do  theii-  duty.  Lo  Marochal  Foch 
was  a  giant  In  size  and  exquisite  in  color,  excelling  even 
America;  Bertrax  was  crowded  with  blossoms,  both 
dainty  and  clear;  Crimson  Glow  did  its  name  proud,  and 
Evelyn  Kirtland,  sturdy  and  strong,  was  just  as  sweet  as 
the  little  girl  for  whom  it  was  named;  Carmen  Sylvia 
was  pure  white.  Tliese  are  all  the  varieties  I  have  room 
for  In  my  little  back  yard,  in  a  row  along  the  fence,  but 
I  am  mire  every  one  who  could  see  them  In  their  ma#- 
nlflcence  would  dig  up  a  spot  somewhere,  this  very  June, 
and  set  out  all  the  Gladiolus  he  could  afford  to  buy.

Many  plants  do  well  In  a  dry  soil,  without  water  after 
they  bloom.  This  applies  particularly  to  bulbs,  but  If 
you  permit  succulent  plants  to  "dry  off"  yon  will  lose 
them.  Columbines,  Iris,  Geraniums  and  Roses  will 
stand  a  dry  soli  for  sometime,  just  about  as  well  as 
bulbs,  but  Primroses,  Pansles,  Nasturtiums  and  varloas 
tender  plants  must  have  water  all  the  time.  Away  out 
here.  In  California,  where  the  climate  tempts  people  to 
ride  about  in  autos.  camping  out  most  of  the  Summer, 
especially  for  week-ends,  their  gardens  necessarily  suf- 
fer, and  they  become  "a  survival  of  the  flttost,"  only 
the  toughest  plants  standing  this  heartless  neglect,  for 
you  know  we  have  no  rains  In  the  Summer.  If  one 
docs  not  intend  to  take  care  of  flowers  Is  it  not  cruel  to 
plant  them?

This  is  a  Mexican  species  of  Aauilegia.  of  strong, 
robust  growth,  which,  when  fully  developed,  forms  a 
clump,  or  cluster,  of  fern-like  foliage  about  two  feet  in 
height  and  fully  the  same  in  breadth,  from  which  wiry 
stems  are  thrown  up,  in  the  late  Spring  and  early  Sum- 
mer months,  to  a  height  of  from  two  to  three  feet,  the 
exact  time  of  bloomintr  depending  on  the  season  and 
conditions  under  which  the  plants  are  grown.  On  these 
tough,  wiry  stems  the  richly  colored  scarlet  and  yellow 
flowers  are  borne  In  great  profusion,  and  as  they  remain 
in  perfection  a  number  of  days  after  being  cut  their 
value  as  a  cut-flower  is  beyond  all  question. 

When  well  grown  and  properly  cared  for  the  Aquilegla 
Skinneri  is  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  mixed  flower 
bed  or  border,  and  should  he  given  a  partially  shaded

Bituation,  but  one  free  from  roots  of  trees  and  shrub- 
bery. In  a  very  deep,  well  enriched  soil,  and  during  sea- 
sons of  drought  they  should  never  be  allowed  to  lack 
moisture.  When  the  plants  have  ceased  blooming,  care- 
fully remove  flower  stems  and  decayed  foliage,  and  dig 
in  around  the  plants  some  well  rotted  manure,  or  bone 
meal,  and  in  Winter  mulch  them  with  some  coarse 
littery  material. 

It  is  easy  to  propagate  the  Mexican  Columbine  by 
carefully  dividing  the  older  clumps  or  clusters  in  the 
early  Spring,  hut  seed  planting  is  an  easier  method  and 
a  successful  one.

Q.  Enclosed  find  a  leaf  and  flower:  pleas©  name  the 
plant.— Mrs.  W.  L.  B.,  Penn, 

A.  Iris  sanguinea;  a  species  of  Iris  Sibirica.— EDI- 
TOR. 

Q.  I  enclose  two  Begonia  leaves,  one  with  pink  flower 
attached  to  it.   Please  name  them.— Mrs.  E.  P.  N.,  N.  Y. 

A.  The  large  leaf,  like  that  of  a  Castor  Oil  plant,  is 
from  Begonia  ricinifolia;  the  smaller  one,  with  the 
flower,  is  "vanciana".— EDITOR. 

H.  A  plant  sent  me  from  Holland  has  roots  similar  to 
Lace  Fern,  Calystegla  pubescens  flora  pleno.  Can  you 
tell  me  the  name  and  can  it  be  purchased  in  this  coun- 
try? 

A.  Convolvulus  Japonicus,  double;  also  known  as 
California  Rose.  In  rich  soil  roots  spread  rSpldly  and 
will  smother  out  other  plants  unless  confined  in  tubs. 
See  catalogues.— EDITOR. 

Q.  Last  year  my  Gladiolus  came  up  splendidly,  but 
when  ready  to  bud  most  of  them  dried  up,  so  that  I  had 
only  ten  out  of  twenty-four.  I  dug  the  bulbs  up  and 
found  them  covered  with  little  white  Uce.  What  shall  I 
do?-Mr8.  G.  D..  Mich. 

A.  These  little  white  worms  may  come  from  two  rea- 
sons, first,  your  ground  is  sour,  which  can  be  cured  by 
stirring  in  lime  before  you  plant  your  bulbs;  give  it  a 
thorough  liming,  and  work  it  in  well;  eecbnd,  from 
using  manure,  stable  manure  should  never  be  put  in 
the  grround  with  Gladiolus  bulbs;  it  is  not  safe  to  plant 
Gladiolus  bulbs  in  soil  that  has  been  manured  less  than 
a  year  previously.— EDITOR. 

Q.  How  long  does  it  take  Iris  and  Cactus  seed  to  ger- 
minate? How  can  I  get  rid  of  snails?— The  Rose  Lover, 
Virginia. 

A.  Four  to  five  weeks.  Sow  Cactus  any  time,  but  It 
is  better  to  plant  Iris  seed  in  the  Fall  as  it  is  improved 
by  lying  dormant  In  the  ground  through  the  Winter. 
For  snails,  let  soil  become  rather  dry,  then  water  with 
lime  water,  sprinkling  on  plant  leaves  as  well  as  ground; 
let  the  slaked  lime  settle  and  use  the  clear  water  diluted. 
In  evening,  before  slugs  appear,  dust  surface  of  soil 
white  with  freshly  slaked  dry  lime,  beneath  the  plants, 
and  sprinkle  plants  with  weak  .salt  water.  Cabbage  leaves 
and  slices  of  potato  and  turnip  make  good  traps  under 
which  the  pests  will  gather  and  can  easily  be  destroyed.

Q.  My  pot  plants  are  not  thriving:  lam  afraid  the 
soil  is  poor.  With  what  shall  I  feed  It?— A.  M.  Knlcker 
bocker,  Clayton,  N.  Y. 

A.  Stir  a  teaspoonful  to  a  tablespoonful  of  bone  meal 
Into  the  surface  soil,  varying  according  to  size  of  pota;  a 
bare  pinch  of  nitrate  of  soda  Is  a  quick  forcer.  When 
making  up  the  batch  of  potting  soil  use  sheep  manu?-e 
freely;  cut-flower  growers  use  it  successfully. —EDITOR. 


I  meet  persons  who  complain  bitterly  that  the  seeds 
they  bought  were  "no  good;"  they  never  came  up,  and 
I  find  on  inquiry  that  those  seeds  were  scattered  pi  o- 
miscuously  over  the  ground,  and  the  disgruntled  gar- 
dener, not  knowing  what  the  growing  plants  should 
look  like,  had  no  way  of  distinguishing  them  from 
weeds  and  so  had  proba!L>ly  destroyed  them  in  their  in- 
fancy. I  find  it  a  good  pl;m  to  plant  all  fine  seeds  in 
boxes  of  earth,  and  always  In  rows  so  that  they  niav  be 
readily  recognized,  as  weeds  do  not  come  up  in  rcv.a. 
Seedlliig?i  are  much  more  easily  cared  for  in  boxes,  as 
glass  can  be  placed  over  them  to  conserve  the  molstni  »■ 
and  act  as  shelter  and  protection  from  heavy  wind  and 
ruin,  which  often  beat  younu  plants  Into  the  ground 
and  destroy  them  when  planted  in  the  open. 

I  have  been  asked  many  times  Low  I  manage  to  raise 
the  perennial,  or  "Oriental"  Poppy,  here  in  Vlaine. 
People  tell  me  that  for  them 
they  come  up  but  rarely  sur- 
vive their  first  Winter.  Here 
is  my  secret:  plant  them  In  a 
box  and  keep  the  box  in  the 
cellar  the  first  Winter.  They 
grow  very  slowly  the  first 
Summer  and  are  small  and 
tender  when  Winter  comes. 
I  sometimes  transplant  them 
to  another  box  leaving  quilt-  a 
space  between  them  so  that 
a  good  ball  of  earth  can  be 
taken  up  with  them  when  they 
arc  set  in  the  open  ground  the 
next  Spring. 

If  I  have  to  move  larger 
plants  at  any  time  I  prefer  to 
do  it  in  August  when  they  are 
nearly  dormant.  Many  a 
plant  has  been  killed  by  mov-  rp,,, 
mg  it  at  the  wrong  time,  as  I  ^  ^^^^ 

learned  years  ago  when  I  took  up  a  dozen  or  more  can- 
didum  lilies  In  the  Spring  and  lost  every  one  of  them-

Folks  come  to  me  for  tulip  and  narcissus  bulLs  when 
they  are  in  bloom,  and  they  seem  much  surprised,  and 
sometimes  resentful,  when  I  refuse  to  take  them  up  at 
that  time.  Many  expect  me  to  hit  bulbs  in  October 
because  florists  sell  them  at  that  time.  In  vain  do  1 
explain  that  the  new  roots  have  formed  by  September 
and  that  they  must  be  taken  up  when  the  foliage  dies, 
or  soon  after,  because  then  the  roots  also  die.  But  it  is 
all  wasted  breath;  they  either  cannot,  or  will  not,  re- 
member, or  understand. 
Hence  this  article,  with 
the  hope  that  it  may  help 
.at  least  a  few  amateurs 
ho  learn  the  proper  time 
to  transplant  a  few  com- 
mon plants  and  bulbs. 

A  1 1 1 1 1  e  observation 
will  enable  a  real  flower- 
lover  to  recognize  the 
different  seedlings  the 
moment  the  leaves  pop 
above  ground,  and  after 
a  few  seasons  of  obser- 
vation and  practice  these 
can  never  again  be  mis- 
taken  for  weeds, 
whether  in  a  row  or 
broadcast. 

More  plants  would  be 
raised  from  seeds  if 
people  would  only  use  a 
little  reason  and  care 
over  the  seedlings  when 
young  and  tender.  I 
have  raised  hundreds  of  hardy  primulas  by  sowing  the 
seeds  in  boxes  and  I  find  persons  willing  and  even 
anxious  to  pay  me  as  much  for  one  plant  as  I  paid  for 
the  whole  packet  of  seeds,  which  produced  a  hundred 
or  more  plants.

be  covered.  To  spray  the  entire  garden  is  almost  an 
impossible  proposition,  as  every  bud  and  every  blossom 
must  be  coated  with  poison.

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Paris  green  is  successful  only  when  repeated  frequently, 
but  it  damages  the  flowers;  ai  senate  of  lead  is  pood  but 
it  is  slow  and  makes  evei^thing  whitish.  Perhaps  arse- 
nate of  lead  applied  heavy  would  protect  ornamental 
plants  that  are  hardy,  the  first  application  to  bo  made 
when  the  first  beetle  appears,  and  repeated  as  often  as 
necessary.  The  old-fashioned  remedy  of  hand-pickinp 
is  all  right  in  a  season  when  the  bugs  are  not  numerous 
and  they  are  on  rose  bushes,  grape  vines  and  other  low- 
growing  plants.  Higher  bushes  and  trees  may  bo  pro- 
tected by  spreading  a  sheet  undorneath  and  shaking 
thoroughly,  every  day,  in  the  early  morning  or  about 
e  "^down;  the  bugs  gathered  up  and  destroyed.  But  both 
t.-i^e  methods  are  tedious. 

It  is  becoming  a  habit  to  plant  what  is  known  as  "lure" 
plants,  such  as  Splrcas,  Deutzias,  Andromeda,  Magno- 
lias, white  Koses  and  Blackberries,  in  gardens,  as  the 
bugs  swarm  on  these  plants  in  preference  to  other  flow- 
ers and  small  fruits,  and  when  they  are  concentrated  it 
is.  of  course,  easier  to  make  way  with  them. 

Plow  and  dig  up,  in  the  Spring,  all  ground  that  might 
serre  as  breeding  places  for  the  chafers,  catch  them 
when  they  ai  e  in  the  pupal  stage,  or  from  May  25  to  June 
10  in  the  latitude  of  northern  Ohio. 

In  fighting  the  insects  remember  to  start  when  they 
first  appearand  carry  the  battle  outside  the  garden  as 
well  as  in,  because  they  dearly  love  Ox-Eye  Palsies  and 
Sumac  particularly.

But  we  were  having  an  un- 
usual dry  Spring,  so  I  just  set  part  of  the  plants  out- 
doors, and  I  watered  them  and  coaxed  them,  and  petted 
them,  but  they  died.  The  rest  of  the  plants  I  set  out 
later,  under  a  tree  In  the  yard  with  some  other  special 
flower  pets  of  mine.  I  left  thorn  rlsht  in  the  old  tin  cans, 
8Qt  on  a  table,  and  they  grew  nearly  two  feet  tall,  each 
lowing  up  a  straight  stalk  with  a  laree  flower  on  the 
e.id  of  It,  bigger  than  my  hand,  and  tiny  ones  up  the 
stems  where  each  leaf  grew.

J>EAP.  rLOR.\L  riUENDS:  Fonr  rears  ago  a  friend 
pavp  me  a  Dahlia  tuber  and  said  it  was  a  single  red  and 
whltfi  flower  called  "Swiss  Cross"-  but  when  it  blooiuftd 
it  wag  a  variegated  lavender,  some  of  the  petals  red  tip- 
ped and  some  speckled;  single  and  quite  large.  I  saved 
some  of  the  ^eedsand  planted  them  the  followinL'  .Spring 
and  got  a  surprise,  a  couple  of  them  bloomed  a  real  Pe- 
tunia red.  I  Lad  f,'iven  avray  some  of  the  seed  toa  friend 
who  said  hers  were  also  red,  and  I  am  still  growing  those 
lovely  red  flowers.  Again  I  saved  seed  and  sowed  it  last 
Spring,  and  I  got  some  pure  white  flowers,  very  lovely 
blossoms  of  wide, waxy  petals,  with  yellow  stamens,  and 
just  a  suggestion  of  a  yellow  ring  through  the  petals./^ 
Truly  I  never  saw  a  larger  or  finer  white  Dahlia.  There^ 
were  also  brick  reds;  one  very  double  variegated  flower 
was  like  the  old  original  No.  1.  I  also  had  shades  of 
purple. 

By  the  way.  I  generally  put  my  Dahlia  tubers  in  boxes 
with  coal  ashes,  and  have  them  budded  when  set  out. 

We  are  in  the  Egyptian  Corn  Borer  district,  und  when 
my  white  Dahlia  began  to  look  a  little  sick,  the  stalk 
turning  black,  Mr.  Rhodes  said  the  Corn  Borer  was 
busy,  80  we  cut  out  the  main  stalk  and  found  traces  but 
no  borer:  Then  we  cut  down  a  little  closer  and  fiiiaMy 
captured  Mr.  Borer.  I  felt  sure  my  Dahiia  would  not 
bloom,  but  it  did.  I  lost  quite  a  few  Dahlias,  the  borer 
evidently  liking  Dahlias  better  even  than  sweet  corn. 
From  my  experience  I  think  the  single  flowering  Dah- 
lias are  the  best  bloomers,  but  the  dear  little  Pompons 
come  next,  and  I  like  them  so  much;  cut  with  a  bit  of 
their  own  foliage  they  make  wonderful  bouquets.
